He then stated that only 2 sections had been received in D/B thus. far 5a June., ✓ 
and pointed out that approximately 50 more sections are needed to bring total 
production for the year to the equivalent of 6 complete- HIS. Discussion re®, 
vealed that the agencies expect to achieve the 50 sections production goal 
in Jure , 

3. The Viee-ChaS-rraan referred to the annual report; on the HIS Program, 

which will soon he due, and requested the members to submit comients on the 
various factors affecting HIS production in their respective agencies during 
FI 1952. A sum&risation of these comments will be included 5.n the annual 
report. , 

4© The Committee members submitted their proposed revisions of the 
tentative FI 1953 Production Schedule. D/B td.ll prepare a consolidated FI 1953 
Production Schedule and present it for review at the next meeting. 

5. The /dr Force member referred to disparities in the Chapter VIII 
studies resulting from, the fact that certain Sections SO (Introduction) wore 
produced prior to the production of Sections 82 and S3 (Haval Forces and Air 
Forces, respectively). Both Havy and Air Force contributed data, such as 
strength figures, to these Sections 80 and these figures subsequently changed. 
Thus, when the Sections 82 and 83 were produced the figures did not agree with 
those shown in the Sections 80.
